FOUR COACHES OF |, €. TRAIN

Accident on East Approach Appar- 
ently Due to Car Jump- 
ing Switch, 

Four cars. of an Illinois Central 
passenger train were derailed on 
the east approach of Eads Bridge 
today, at a point about 300 feet east 
of the river bank. No one was in- 
jured., 

The cars—two baggage coaches, a 
sleeping car and a day coach— 
comprised local passenger train No. 
225, bound for Carbondale, Ill., and 
were being moved by a Terminal 
Railroad engine to the East St. 
Louis Relay Depot yards, where 
they were to be taken over by an 
Illinois Central engine. 

It appeared the derailment was 
caused by the first coach behind 
the tender jumping a switch and

Railroad employes said damage 
would amount to several thousand 
dollars.~ The engine and tender did 
not /leave the tracks.

RAIN AND FOG” 
HAMPER PROGRESS 


Western Air Express Of- 


Pilots, Stewardess, Four

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Dec. 
16.—-Rain and fog hampered air- 
plane search today in snow-cov- 
ered mountain wilds for a big pas- 
senger plane lost with five men and 
two women aboard. The plane was 
last heard from at 3:37 a. m. yester- 
day. The hunt centered near here. 
Chief reliance was placed in ground 
crew searchers. 

“It looks bad,” said Frank East- 
mas, Western Air Express station 
manager here, adding: “We're pray- 
ing for clear weather.” 

While concentrating in the vicin- 
ity north of 12,000-foot Mount Tim- 
panogos, in the Wasatchesg, search- 
ers did not overlook a possibility to 
the westward. A resident of St. 
John, at the base of the Oquirrh 
Mountains 50 miles west of Alpine, 
reported a red glow high on the 
‘ridges.. Several early risers at Al- 
pine reported hearing a plane in 
distress overhead. 

Ski Search Or 

Ski experts organized to search 

the heavily timbered boulder-stud-

and the mining town-of Alta, over 
Lone Peak northeast of Alpine. Al- 
pine is at the western mouth of Al- 
pine Canyon, which cuts deep be- 
tween Mount Timpanogas and its 
sister peak to the north, 11,000-foot 
Lone Peak.

TRAIN BOMBING 
CHARCES ARE SET 
FORTH IN DETAL

The Federal Government in indict- 
ments made public. today, charges 
that me rogress 
Miners of America.conspired to 
bomb. railroad trains in an effort 
to. prevent Illinois mines from em- 
ploying rival 1 diggers. 

Broad conspiracy charges were 
the basis of three indictments, nam- 
ing 41 men. The indictments had 
been suppressed since they’ were 
returned a. week ago by the Federal 
grand jury after an investigation 
directed by prosecutors from Wash- 
ington. : 

Chafging violations of three Fed- 
eral acts, the indictments contend- 
ed that the Progressive Union 
sought to stop the operation of all 
mines which did. not hire’its mem- 
bers. Widespread bombing of trains 
from the ¢oal fields was alleged to 
be part of an effort to get wider 
employment of Progressives. 

The Progressive Union was or- 
ganized in 1982 in a split. in the 
Illinois ranks of the United Mine 
Workers of America. William Keck 
of Gillespie, retiring president, was 
among those indicted. : 

Eight More Names Announced. 

Those named in the indictments 
included Charles Rudolph, John 
Mitchell McDonald, Robert Robert 
son, James Harrison, Harry Irvift 
Lowe, Andrew Newman, John 
Stewart and Jess Anderson. The 
arrest of 33 others named in the 
indictments was previously 4n- 
nounced. | 
One indictment in two general 
counts charged 41 men with viola- 
tion of the Sherman Anti-Trust Act 
by conspiring to “restrain, delay, 
impede and obstruct” interstate 
commerce on the Illinois Central, 
Chicago & Illinois Midland, Burl- 
ington, Big Four and Northwestern 
railroads. 

The new Federal anti-racketeer- 
ing Jaw was the basis of a four- 
count indictment:;of 26, charging 
they used “force, violence’ and co- 
ercion” against’ rafiroad and mine 
officers. __. , .

He 
said the board members he talked 
to were Director Stephen B. Hunter, 
chairman of the board, and Farm 
Commissioner Paul Renz.

OFFERED ‘BABY’ BONDS 


Metal—Restrictions on For- 
eign Currency Lifted. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Dec. 16—The French 
Government, announcing its new 
issue of “baby” bonds, appealed to 
gold holders today to turn in their 
metal as a loan to help meet mount- 
ing national defense costs. 

Minister of Finance Vincent Au- 
riol also announced all] restrictions 
on the movement of capital put in 
force at the time of devaluation of 
the franc Sept. 26 had been re- 
voked. The French monetary pol- 
icy, he asserted, will henceforth be 
one of “complete liberty,” with no 
further restrictions on the purchase 
of foreign currency, 

“We feel,” he said, “that the in- 
ternational monetary accofd signed 
in October frees France from the 
necessity of resorting to methods of 
coercion of any kind to guarantee 
the exchange rate of its money. 
The object of that accord was to 
protect, among the principal na- 
tions, the free circulation of capi- 
tal upon which depends the eco- 
nomic convalescence of the world. 
Such liberty will remain intact.” 

Whoever conforms with the law, 
he said, “has nothing to fear,wheth- 
er his capital is in France or 
abroad. France is not, and will not 
be a ‘trap for capital’.” 

The “baby” bond issue will be in 
denominations of 100 francs (about 
$4.66) bearing 3 per cent interest 
and redeemable in three years at 
140 francs, :

In addition to the bonds signed 
for those indicted by the Septem- 
ber grand jury, Brown signed 
bonds for five of the seven persons 
indicted by the June grand jury on 
election -fraud felony charges. 
These indictments were in the Four- 
teenth Precinct of the Twenty-third 
Ward where John W. (Pat) Dun- 
lavy, chief inspector of ‘the city’s 
Drivers’ License Bureau, was 
charged with fraudulent voting and 
the precinct officials were charged 
with neglecting to challenge fraud- 
ulent votes or keeping false poll 
lists. The five bonds in this pre- 
cinct, each for $2500; increase the 
total of Brown's election fraud 
bonds to $207,500. 


No Fee for Friends. 

Although Brown has gone in for 
large scale operations in signing 
bonds for defendants in election 
fraud cases, he differs from other 
professional bondsmen in that he 
charges no fee for sighing bonds 
requested by friends, It is accepted 
around the Municipal Courts Build- 
ing that few of the defendants in 
election fraud cases now at liberty 
on bonds signed by Brown have 
paid for the service. 

In. Jimmy Miller’s Fourth Ward, 
where six officials of the Fifteenth 
Precinct were indicted, the five who 
have been arrested all were re 
leased on bonds signed by Brown. 
For each he signed two $2500 bonds, 
one on the charge of making a 
false canvass and return of votes 
cast in the August primary, and 
one on the charge of making a 
false canvass and return of votes 
cast in the election of party com- 
mittee members. 

In the adjoining Fifth Ward of 
State Senator Mike Kinney, Brown 
supplied ‘the bends for five of the 
seven indicted in the Eleventh Pre- 
cinct.

Palmers,” which, as told, Jones had 
not mentioned on direct examina- 
tion, was dragged from him by the 
District Attorney on cross-examina- 
tion, Jones, as developed during the 
habeas corpus suit, created this 
pair in the image and likeness of 
Mrs. J. R. Phummer, whom he had 
known, and the fiction was ex- 
ploded when Mrs. Plummer testi- 
fied in the Court of Appeals.

United Miners Wage Bill 
Is Too High to Compete 
With Other Fuels. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16. — The 
Appalachian soft coal industry noti- 
fied the United Mine Workers’ of 
America last night that employes 
would be asked to increase their 
work wek from 35 to 40 hours after 
next March 31, with no increase in 
wages. 

Strike talk started immediately. 
The miners have been generally ex- 
pected to ask either for a 30-hour 
week or a pay increase—or both — 
in the wage agreement to replace 
the present contract that expires 
March 31. 

A reduction in the industry’s wage 
bill, operators told the miners in a 


They suggested the n agree- 
ment run until April 1, 1 — and 
provide the same wage scale now 
effective. Piece-workers, they said, 
would make more under this agree- 
ment than under the present: scale. 

The letter was signed by members 
of the Appalachian Operators’ Ne- 
gotiating Committee, J. D. A. Mor- 
row, Pittsburgh Coal Co.; L. E. 
Woods, Crystal Block Mining Co.; 
L. T. Putman, Raleigh-Wyoming 
Mining Co.; D, A. Reed, Consolida- 
tion Coal Co.; P. C. Thomas, Kop- 
pers Coal Co.; Ezra Van Horn, Ohio 
Coal Control Association; M. L. Gar- 
vey, Pocahontas Fuel Co., and 
Charles P. O'Neill, United Eastern 
Coal Sales Corporation. 

These operators represent the 
Appalachian field, extending from 
Central Pennsylvania to Tennessee. 
Wages in other soft coal fields are 
based on the Appalachian agree- 
ment. 

The effect of wage increases since 
1933, the operators’ letter said, has 
been to raise the industry’s total 
wage bill by more than $250,000,000 
a year. This increase, the letter 
added “has not produced a situa- 
tion that permits a growth of the 
production of bituminous coal. 

“At present, the industry is still 
losing business to oil, gas and 
hydro-electricity,” the letter said. 

“When the operators first entered 
these agreements with the United 
Mine Workers’ of America they 
had every reason to. expect that 
competitive conditions with other 
sources of power would be changed 
so that bituminous coal could fairly 
compete for its proper proportion 
of the business of the nation, but 
this has not been done.”

\ David E. Kahn, suing the Edwin 
W. Grove and E. W. Grove Jr. es- 
tates for $2,840,000 for his services 
in attempting to sell the Paris 
Medicine Co. of St, Louis, testified 
today in Federal Judge Charles B. 
Davis’ Court that he obtained four 
prospective purchasers for the com- 
pany, in 1928 and 1929. 

The first three times that he 
found a buyer for’ the business, 
Kahn said, the younger Grove, chief 
owner, raised the price. Kahn testi- 
fied that he related the sequence of 
these events to Isaac H Orr, board 
chairman of the §&t. Louis Union 
Trust Co. The trust company, as 


‘| trustee for the two Grove estates, is 


defendant in the present suit. 
“Talking with Mr. Orr in his of- 

fice Oct. 10, 1929,” Kahn. testified, 

“T reminded him that he, Mr. Orr, 


had first told me the business was 
worth $11,000,000... I found a buyer 
at that price, and then Mr. Grove 
raised the price to $15,000,000. Again 
I found a buyer, and the price shot 
up to $18,000,000. I got an offer of 
$18,000,000, and the price was then 
raised to $23,000,000.” 
Got $22,000,000 Offer. 

Kahn had previously testified that 
he got a $22,000,000 offer from 
Zonite Products Corporation of New 
York in September, 1929, but that 
the deal was called off when an 
audit made for Zonite showed a 
value $500,000 less than that repre- 
sented in figures furnished to Kahn 


the Paris Medicine Co. 


In telling of the earlier offers, 
Kahn said the $15,000,000 bid was 
made by “the Jonas group,” and 
that of $18,000,000 by “the Werth- 
eim group,” the latter a New York 
financial agency. 

Kahn related that, after the price 
had been fixed at $23,000,000, he at- 
tempted to get $25,000,000, that be- 
ing the price which he quoted to 
Zonite, leading to its tentative $22,- 
000,000 offer.

“T explained to Mr. Orr,” Kahn 
testified, “that I had talked to Mr.

A Peacemaker, Also. 

Kahn said he argued that it would 
not be fair to give him less than 
6 per vent, in view of the two years’ 
time he had spent in the effort to 
effectuate a sale. He told also of 
expressing to Orr a desire to bring 
about a better understanding be- 
tween Grove and F. L. Seely of 
Asheville, N. C., Grove’s brother- 
in-law, through whom Kahn had 
first become interested in the at- 
tempted sale of the business.

“The company is now, and al- 
ways had been, glad to negotiate 
the questions of wages or working 
conditions with its employes, either 
collectively or individually,” he said 
in the statement. 

“The company has at no time dis- 


couraged any of its employes from | 


At the same 
time, the company has refused to 
coerce its workers into joining any 
particular labor organization.

Soil Conservation Act In- 
adequate for Balancing 


Farm Production, He} 


Tells Roosevelt. 


URGES LONG-TIME 
LAND-USE PLAN 


Secretary Defends AAA as 
Emergency _Measure— 
Asserts Scarcity Was 
Never Intended. 


By the Associated Press 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—A need 
for stronger crop control measures 
in future national farm programs 
is reported to President Roose- 
velt by Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace in his annual report. 

Reviewing administration farm 
policies of the last four years, Wal- 
lace advised the President that “on 
the whole agriculture is out of the 
red and making progress toward 
financial rehabilitation.” - This, he 
said, was despite devastating 
drouths this year and in 1934. 

Looking ahead, he reported a 
need for a Federal crop insurance 
plan, a solution of farm tenancy 
problems, and a long time national 
program to reduce drouth damage. 
These three matters are being sur- 
veyed by special commissions ap- 
pointed by the President. 

No Scarcity Intended. 

Wallace said that “scarcity never 
was intended and never ap- 
proached” by administration farm 
programs because the goal of both 
farmers and Federal] officials was 
“adequate production for domestic 
requirements, plus whatever addi- 
tional supply can be sold profitably 
abroad.” The original Agricultural 
Adjustment Act, voided early this 
year by the Supreme Court, was 
termed by Wallace an “emergency 
effort.” 

He said the present soil conser- 
vation program, enacted by Con- 
gress as a substitute for the AAA, 
was “weaker” but had “launched a 
positive attack on the dual prob- 
lems of soi] destruction and unbal- 
anced cropping.” 

. Wallace said the original AAA 
placed crop control first, with soil 
conservation second, while the pres- 
ent Conservation Act reversed these 
purposes. , 

Probably in a period of good 
crops and high yields, the degree 
of crop control attainable under 
the present measure will, not be 
adequate, he said. A return to nor- 
mal weather and yields “would re- 
vive the problem of agricultural 
surpluses,” he said. — 

Long-Time Farm Pian. 

Regarding a permanent  long- 
time farm plan, Wallace said this 
must “achieve soil conservation, 
consumer protection and crop con- 
trol together.” Rational use of 
Jjand was termed the “cornerstone 
of a sound national economy.” 

Wallace described “profitable 
farming” ag farming adjusted to 
the available market. “If want con- 
tinues after that has been accom- 
plished,” -he said, “the remedy is 
to create more buying power rather 
than to compel farmers to produce 
indefinitely at a loss... . 

“It is not desirable to have either 
& peasant agri re manned by 
peasants and laborers, or a collec- 


‘| tive agriculture run by the central 


government.” 

The Secretary reported cash in- 
come to farmers this year would 
reach $7,800,000,000, or 11 per cent 
more than last year, 81 per cent 
more than the depression low of 
19382, and about 25 per cent less 
than 1929. 

He said net income — what the 
farmer has after paying taxes, la- 
bor and production and deprecia- 
tion costs—would: be $4,538,000,000 
this year, compared with $1,492,- 
000,000 in 1982. Gross income—cash 
income plus the value of products 


“used on the farm—will mount to 


$9,200,000,000, he added, a figure 72 
per cent larger than in 1932 and 
about 23 per cent below 1929. 
Wallace said food prices may 
climb 10 per cent early next year. 
Effects of this year’s drouth on the

vegetables and dairy products will 
be below average, Wallace added, 
with greater consumer buying pow- 
er causing: prices to move upward. 

He recalled that after the 1934 
drouth retail food prices as a whole 
averaged about 11 per cent higher 
‘in the first half of 1935.

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RELIEF LINEUPS 


Members Take Stand in 
Front of Aid Office With 


ALSO DEMAND MORE 
MONEY FOR JOBLESS 


Object to Forcing Appli- 
cants to Stand on Side- 
walks Outside Building 
in Early Hours. 


Picketing of the St. Louis Relief 
‘Administration intake station for 
new applicants for relief, 2309°Lo- 
cust street, in protest against the 


of relief seekers awaiting admission 
to the building, was undertaken to- 
day’ by the St. Louis Workers’ Al 
liance. 

There were 10 pickiote, ‘facade. 
Joe Hoffman, secretary of the alli- 
ance, who anounced they .would 
remain until Friday. Five of them, 


including three Negroes, carried 
banners as they paced back. and 


forth before the building. One plac- 
ard, lettered in red and black on 
cardboard, called on R. J.\ Crump, 
Relief Administrator, to “stop early 
morning relief lines,” and demanded 
more relief money. Another sign 
urged persons on relief to join the 
Workers’ Alliance and a third’ called 
attention to a mass meeting to be 
held Friday evening at 1229 North 
Leonard avenue. if nals 

The pickets arrived at '8:30 
o’elock this morning, an hour, aft- 
er the customary line of applicants 
had moved inside, and took tip 
stationg on the sidewalk without 
incident. 

Daily Occurrence. 
There were about 125 seekers of 


relief in line when the station was 
opened at.the usual hour. They had 
been gathering for about an hour. 
Such a queue has long been a daily 
occurrence, sometimes numbering 
as many as 250. 

The line regularly forms. on the 
sidewalk, but it is accommodated in 
the lobby of the building on. the ar- 
rival of the office staff.’ Officials |- 
say the average wait in the out- 
door line is not more than about 
an hour. Persons go early to get 
in line in order to be sure of being 
interviewed. 

The staff of 20 persons interview- 
ing applicants to determine their 
eligibility and need for relief has 
an average quota of about 310 call- 
ers fixed daily but usually sees 
about 285. Miss Charlotte Ring, 
director of the station, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that at this 
season frequently one or two of this 
staff are absent with colds con- 
tracted from the close contact with 
applicants, 

Miss Ring Cites Obstacles. 
‘ To assure interviewing all callers 
during the day, so that there would 
be no need for applicants to wait 
in line early, would require doubling 
not only the interviewing staff but 
the force of home visitors and 
clerks, Miss Ring declared.. She. 
was o fthe opinion that this,would 
create an unjustifiable and unnec- 
administrative expense. 
Callers who arrive after the day’s 
quota is reached are told to return 
earlier the next day, and seldom 
have to call more than twice, she 
added. 

Administrator Crump explained 
that the. building was not thrown 
open to the waiting line before the 
office staff appeared because this, 
he feared, would create a new prob- 
lem, by inducing applicants .to ar- 
rive earlier and earlier for the bene-’ 
fit of the warmth and shelter: 

Two reception clerks await the 
line when it is admftted. Each 
caller is assigned a number in ro- 
tation, to assure interviewing in 
proper turn. By about 8:10 a. m. 
all in the original line are seated 
in a large room. The string of 
later callers at the desk dwindles 
away during the morning. The 
waiting room is provided». with: 
drinking water, toilets and maga- 
zines. Those who have to wait for 
some time may arrange to go out- 
side to smoke or go home for lunch; 
or, if they have _—: they may eat 
in the room. 

Best Possible Service,  ~ 

Miss Ring said that efforts were 
made to be as considerate. and 
prompt in the handling of the busi- 
ness as possible, and asserted that 
the best possible service was being 
given callers. 

It would be physically possible to 
rearrange the two floors occupied 
by the office to provide a larger 
lobby for arriving applicants, but 
this would interfere with present 
arrgngement of facilities grouped 
for convenience on the first floor.

MATTHEWS RALLIES

LOCAL FIGHTER 
IS DROPPED FOR 
NINE COUNTS ON 
TWO OCCASIONS 


Negro Has Opponent Hang- 
ing Helpless on the Ropes 
at the Finish — Verdict 
Is Booed. 


By the Associated Press. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Dec. 16.—Allen 
Matthews, the “Black Dempsey” of 
St. Louis, held his second triumph 
today over rugged Johnny Sikes of 
Bismarck, N. D., but only after one 
of the greatest battles of his career 
here last: night. 


Hopelessly beaten after twice be- 
ing battered to the canvas in early 
rounds, Matthews lashed back with 
a raking cross-fire in the last two 
sessions that all but blasted Sikes 
out of the ring. 

Matthews completely stunned an 
overflow crowd of 4000 frantic cus- 
tomers when he had Sikes hanging 
helplessly on the ropes at the final 
bel] to win the decision. Many fans 
booed the verdict, but it was clearly 
a triumph for Matthews. It was a 
certainty that the bell saved Sikes 
from a knockout. 

A right cross that almost tore 
Sikes’ head off at the beginning of 
the ninth started the Bismarck boy 
on the way to destruction. He re- 
fused to go down during the round, 
but took two counts hanging life- 
less like on the ropes. Matthews, 
fighting like the night he thrilled 
Seattle fans with a great battle 
against Champion Freddie Steele, 
had Sikes groping his way blindly 
and Johnny’s manager tried to stop 
the battle by tossing in the towel. 
Under Washington rules, however, 
surrender is not permitted, and the 

referee ignored the white flag. 
Sikes Goes to Canvas. 

Sikes still was dazed and groggy 
at the start of the tenth round and 
fell down. The referee waved him 
up without bothering to count, ‘and 
a deadly right cross sent the Bis- 
marck fighter halfway across the 
ring, flat on his back. He climbed 
to his knees with the aid of the 
ropes and took a nine count. Game 
to the end, Sikes charged blindly, 
collided head-on with Matthews, 
and both fighters went down. 

Matthews scrambled up quickly, 
took the neutral corner and waited 
for Sikes to gain his feet.

The second Johnny got his chin 
in fighting position, Allen uncoiled 
another vicious right.

Up to the ninth round, Matthews 
had taken probably the worst beat- 
ing of his boxing career, although 
he won the first and fifth and held 
Sikes even in the eighth. 

Matthews in Bad Way. 

In the third, Sikes had the Negro 
in a helpless condition, bouncing 
him from one side of the ropes to 
the other, finally flooring him with 
a smashing right to the mouth. 
Matthews rolled over twice and 
took the last few counts on one 
knee. Sikes tore in again with a 
barrage of blows, but the bell gave 
Matthews a chance to get his bear- 
ings. 

Again in the sixth, after Mat- 
thews had started Sikes’ nose bleed- 
ing, Sikes caught the Negro with 
another driving right to jaw for a 
nine-count knockdown. Matthews 
arose at the timekeeper’s count of 
four, but dropped back to his knees 
when he found Sikes standing over 
him. The referee finally got John- 
ny to a neutral corenr and picked 
up the count, Matthews taking all 
possible. The fans booed the ref- 
eree for permitting Matthews the 
additioanl rest. 

It was one of the wildest and 
most thrilling ring battles ever seen 
in Seattle, and gave Matthews his 
second victory over Sikes. Two 
weeks ago he won a decisive deci- 
sion in another 10-rounder.

Buenos Mints Conference Adopts 
U. S. Proposal for Consultation 
Among Nations to Prevent War 


Eight Other ‘Measures ‘Intended to Preserve 
Peace in the Americas Are Approved . 
at Plenary Session. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, | Dec. 
United States proposal for consul- 
tation by the American republics 
if American peace is menaced from 
within or without was approved 
finally today by the full Inter- 
American Conference, along with 
eight other projects. 

The United States plan, . only 
slightly modified .as. it passed 
through a committee, had the 
unanimous sponsorship of the 21 
American republics represented at 
the conference. It was described by 
United States Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull as “epochal.” 

Hull’s resolution urging all Ameri- 
can republics to complete ratifica- 
tion of five existing American peace 
treaties, which also had unanimous 
sponsorship, likewise was quickly 
approved at the plenary session. It 
repeated a similar recommendation 
of the Montevideo Pan-American 
Conference of 1933. 

Seven of the eight other proposals 
laid before the plenary session got 
quick, final approval without op- 
position. 

A resolution to honor 50 jurists 
of American nations and “all oth- 
ers who have contributed to the 
progress of international law” was 
the only one passed over. 

In unanimously adopting the con- 
vention for maintenance of peace 
and security in the Western Hem- 
isphere by creating a consultative 
system for use if peace is menaced, 
the conference assembly added a 
brief clause to make the pact ef- 
fective.for an indeterminate period 
by giving signatories the right to 
denounce it by giving one year’s no- 
tice. The convention would become 
binding when ratified by Legisla- 
tures of the various American re- 
publics. 

List of Proposals. 

Projects put up for consideration 
today were: 

1. A resolution, suggested by 
Secretary Hull, urging all American 
nations to complete approval of ex- 
isting inter - American peace 
treaties. This already had been 
unanimously approved by delega- 
tions of the 21 Republics  repre- 
sented. 

2. A convention for the main- 
tenance of peace and security in the 
Western hemisphere, providing for 
consultation by the Governments if 
peace in the Americas appears to 
_be menaced by war within or out- 
| side the -continent. 

3. An additional protocol to the 
1933 Montevideo non-intervention 
convention reiterating that inter- 
vention by any American nation in 
the affairs of another would be in- 
admissible, 

4. A resolution postponing con- 
sideration of various projects for 
creating an inter-American court 
until 1938, at a conference at Lima, 
with the Pan-American Union 
studying it. in the interim and 
drawing up recommendations. 

5. A proposal that treaties and 
conventions approved at _inter- 
American. conferences be open to 
adherence by American states 
which did not subscribe to them at 
the beginning; that treaties which 
make specific provision for it be 
open to signatories from any con- 
tinent.

Neutrality Proposal. 

The neutrality proposal, ‘ which 
was still in the committee stage 
today, provides that in the event 
of threatened war, neutral coun- 
tries will offer their good offices 
in a conciliation move. 

It reaffirms the obligations of all 
states to submit disputes to abri- 
tration. If hostilities break out be- 
tween two signatories, neutral 
countries will consult on a common 
neutrality attitude as permitted by 
the internal legislation of each and 
any commitments with other peace 
organizations. 

After this consultation, the neu- 
trals may consider the imposition 
of embargoes on the sale or trans- 
shipment of arms, munitions, or 
credits to belligerents. 

A statement issued by the United 
States delegation said the new draft 
“makes certain changes in form 
from the draft previously sub- 
mitted but no changes in wuhetane 
or principle.” 

Among the changes, the _ state- 
ment pointed out, was the introduc- 
tion of a new article “which repeats 
the previous understanding that 
nothing in the present treaty is to 
conflict with rights and duties of 
states which. are members of the 
League of Nations. A 

Another addition was to the ef- 
fect that the neutrality convention 
does not apply to disputes already 
submitted to diplomatic or arbitra- 
tion procedures. 

Still another made more emphatic 
a statement that the convention 
does not conflict with general rules 
of neutrality in the event of war 
outside America. 

Argentine Reservation. 

Argentine reservations included 
one that “in no case can there be 
considered a contraband of war 
foodstuffs or raw materials des- 
tined to civil populations or bellig- 
erent countries nor will there exist 
the duty of prohibiting credits for 
acquisition of said foodstuffs or 
Yaw materials which have this in- 
dicated destination.” 

Regarding an embargo on arma- 
ments, the Argentines stiplated 
each nation could reserve its atti- 
tude in face of a war of aggression. 

A Colombian reservation included 
a definition of an aggressor as a 
state which invades another, inter- 
venes in its internal or external af- 
fairs. or refuses to comply with ar- 
bitration or international court

He Found Anti-Christian Propagan- 
da Was Hampering Food 
Production Campaign.

To. Hold Open Hearing on’

'M. Wilkie, president of the Board 


of Regents today proposed the re- 
tirement of Dr. Glenn Frank, presi- 
dent of the University of Wisconsin. 
He told the regents that he could 
not vote for the renewal of Frank's 
contract next June. 
The regents voted, 9 to 6, to hold 
an open hearing at the next meet- 
ing of the board, which will be sub- 
ject to the call of the chairman. 
In a statement to his fellow re 
gents, Wilkie said: 
“The evidence is unmistakable 
that Dr. Frank lacks the qualities 
of either a business or an educa- 
tional administrator. He has 
lost the confidence of those 
with. whom he must deal. This is 
not limited to members of the fac- 
ulty, but extends beyond to mem- 
bers of the regents, members of the 
Legislature and other officials and 
persons. Dr. Frank lacks primary 
qualities essential in the adminis- 
trator of a university. ‘ 
Regent Cites Examples. 
“I can make clear exactly the 
thing I mean by referring to threé 
very recent events which are typi- 
cal examples of situations the re- 
gents have been compelled to face.” 
Wilkie. referred to the contro- 
versy over the dismissal of Dean 
Snell, the athletie department con- 
troversy, and handling of university 
finances. 

“Dr. Frank,” Wilkie added, 
failed to devote sufficient time and 
attention to university affairs, and 
has permitted practices regarding 
expenditures of public money in re- 
lation to himself and his own 
household that I consider question- 
able.” 

Wilkie attached a memorandum 
of expenditures for the president’s 
house and car paid from university 
appropriations.

Wanted: A Better Peach for Missouri. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAT Missouri needs is a good peach 
to replace the abominable Elberta. 

The horticulture of our State is rich in 
ether fine fruits, notably apples, grapes 
and berries. Indeed, we have so many 
outstanding apple varieties that we could 
trade two fine apples for one good peach 
and not be impoverished. Our red and 
yellow Delicious apples, introduced by 
Missouri nurserymen, are so sprightly in 
taste, so aromatic and so tinny in — 
and shape, that they perhaps never 
be replaced entirely. The Jonathan, the 
perfect apple for millions, finds Missouri 
soil and sun to its pone and responds 
magnificently. Our nesaps, 

Yorks, ayy omg and fully a dozen other 
sorts find high favor. 

Missouri grape growers have enriched 
the viticulture of America with choice 
new varieties of wine and table grapes. 
Good grape varieties are unlimited, the 
writer growing more than 50, all of them 
of merit. And we have good enough 
strawberry varieties to make our Ozark 
berry district famous. 

But the nugacity of even ordinary 
peach varieties is both a matter of con- 
cern and chagrin. Here we are .with 90 
per cent of the State’s mature peach trees 
wiped out by a winter of bitter cold and 
a summer of intense and prolonged 
drouth. We ask our fruit specialists for 
suggestions on varieties to replace the 
dead trees and they advise Elberta, They 
say it has size and color, that it will 
make the most money. This summation 
of its merits seems to satisfy growers. 

In charity, Elberta is beautiful to be- 
hold, but a gaudy siren. Its blush en- 
tices the inexperienced to bitter disillu- 
sionment. The wise peach grower, seeking 
a luscious fruit in mid-August, shuns the 
Elberta. Cooks and canners with repu- 
tations to uphold will have nothing to 
do with a peach of such coarse texture 
and acrid taste, Plant breeders, exact- 
ing judges, invariably call Elberta abom- 
inable and unworthy of its high estate. 

Bountifully blessed with a profusion of 
varieties in our other fruits, it seems to 
me, a commercial fruit grower, that it is 
particularly unfortunate we have no bet- 
ter standard peach variety than Elberta 
to replace our dead orchards, since trees, 
once planted and properly cultured, live 
15 to 20 years. Twenty years is a long 
time to tolerate an inferior peach when a 
good peach, grown in the best Missouri 
manner, is such a major contribution to 


contented living.

After 14 years of Mussolini, Italy is a sorry place. 
That is the finding of a correspondent of the Man- 
chester Guardian. His report, printed in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch, is a recital of conditions by an 
observer apparently concerned only with the facts. 
Some of the facts are familiar. They were told 
in the news of Fascism’s early days. How Mussolini 
swept away opposition in the beginning—by execu- 
tion, exile, imprisonment—is all in the record, await- 
ing the historian’s treatment when the time comes to 
pronounce thé final verdict. But dynasties born in 
violence are inevitably baptized in blood. 

It is with the statecraft of Mussolini, with what 
has really been accomplished, that this study is en- 
gaged. Admittedly, some tidying up has been done. 
As the Gilbertian libretto put it, Il Duce has “polished 
up the handle of the big front door.” But the back 
yard doesn’t stand inspection. “ 


people are poor. It may be said, of course, they al- 
ways have been poor. But they were never poor spir- 
itually, or temperamentally. How Garibaldi’s tattered 
army could sing away a supperless night is more than : 
a legend. It is one of the gallant facets of Italian 
genius. 

That indomitable gayety has been all but extin- 
guished. They still sing, but it is the song of com- 
pulsion. They march, with a new precision, through 
the streets of their old cities, with so many centu- 
ries of tradition looking down upon them, but it is 
the lockstep, almost, of a penitentiary yard. And al- 
ways they exalt Mussolini. The man’s vanity is over- 
weening. Idolatry—he loves it and can’t get enough 
of it. And when they can talk about it honestly, 
though always guardedly, they ridicule the gasconade 
of this modern Bombastes. 

Yes, Il Duce has his disciples, to be sure, young 
mystics and fanatics who believe devoutly in the im- 
perial destiny of the megalomaniac, but mostly the 
Italian goes through the motions of adulation with 
his tongue in his cheek. 3 

His days are hard days. The wage is small, not 
only for the worker, but for the business man, little 
or big. : And from one economic venture to another 
Il Duce continually leaps, each succeeding policy de- 
signed to correct the pressing consequences of the 
abandoned policy that was to yield abundance. 
Obeisance, as the correspondent remarks, finally 
droops down into obedience. That is the forbidding 
process everywhere operating in Italy, under a tyran- 
ny that has silenced effective protest. Will it destroy 
the soul of Italy? Will the totalitarian state utterly 
impoverish the people spiritually? That is the ques- 
tion which seemingly haunted the correspondent as he 
jotted down his testimony. 

The answer must be left to history. But the pic- 
ture of Fascism, as realistically painted, is a ghastly 
caricature of liberty. 
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WORK OF THE CONSUMERS’ COUNCIL. 
Many individuals and organizations played impor- 
tant parts in the prolonged fight that has now ended 
in victory with signature of the standard milk or- 
dinance by Mayor Dickmann yesterday. It is not 
to minimize the work of any others if the Consum- 
ers’ Council is singled out for particular notice. 

This organization, after defeat of the ordinance 
two years ago, met the reverse in the spirit of John 
Paul Jones when he said: “I have not yet begun to 
fight.”

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HONOR TO A MINORITY! 

It is encouraging to discover that the amazing ac- 
tion of Judge Padberg’s grand jury in refusing to in- 
vestigate the flagrant frauds committed in the river 
front bond issue election of September, 1935, was 
taken over the heads of at least four members. 

John J. Kaske is one of the men who did not be- 
lieve the grand jury should stand in contempt of 
public opinion. Distressed at the action of the ma- 
jority, he consulted the Circuit Attorney as to what 
action he should take. He did “not want to do 
anything that might injure his own reputation or his 
standing in the community.” 

All honor to Mr. Kaske. All honor also to Edward 
Rosenthal and two unnamed jurors who opposed the 
grand jury’s action. These men hold high the duties 
of citizenship. They could not stomach the weak 
and pointlegs excuse made in behalf of the majority 
that the rrver front memorial is a “good thing.”

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FOUR MEN IN PRISON. 

More than five years ago, a band of mine guards 
attacked a union picket line at a mine in Evarts, 
Ky. In the resultant fight, three guards and one 
miner were killed. Seven men were convicted of com- 
plicity in the killing of the guards; no one was ever 
tried for the miner’s death. 

Now that passions are beginning to cool in the 
formerly strife-torn mine region of Kentucky, new 
facts are coming to light about the battle at Evarts. 
Later disclosures of terrorized witnesses in the trials 
have impressed the authorities. Before he left office 
@ year ago, Gov. Laffoon pardoned three of the men. 
“I have started the ball rolling,” he said: “Now let 
the next Governor show where he stands.” 

Four miners remain in prison, and Gov. Chandler 
is being urged to free them. One of the numerous 
petitions is signed by 40 of the 47 living jurors in 
the trials, who say they would never have voted to 
convict had they known the facts they now know. 
In addition, the widow of the chief mine guard killed 
in the battle has made an affidavit stating her belief 
in the men’s innocence, and asking that they be par- 
doned.: , :

swer, not in them as human beings, 
but in the Empire itself, George III 
could not hold his empire together. 
If George V could, and if George 
VI can, it is because the British 
Empire is no longer an empire in 
the old sense of the term. 
It is not an empire as Mussolini 
understands the word, or as Dr. 
Schacht understands it when he 
asks for colonies. It is not a farm to 
be exploited from London for the 
benefit of the peoples of the United 
Kingdom. If it were, no monarch, 
however popular, could hope to hold 
it together. ¥ 
What holds it together is the fact 
that for a century London has been 
ceasing to govern and to exploit the 
Empire. Thus, all the peoples have 
been moving toward self-govern- 
ment, some rapidly, some more 
siowly, but all have been advancing, 
the Irish and the Indians, as well 
as the Canadians and Australians. 
During the nineteenth century, 
the Empire, after the lesson taught 
by the American Revolution, had 
become consolidated by relaxing the 
imperial control. It has become 
united as a league of nations by a 
policy of free trade and of a com- 
mon currency and of a central sys- 
tem of defense against external ag- 
gression. It has not been disunited 
by the use of the imperial power to 
exploit the Empire.

This is the great demonstration 
which the British of the nineteenth 
century gave to mankind, that the 
way to unite diverse peoples is not 
through organization and coercion, 
but through freedom, They hold to- 
gether the most heterogeneous and 
far-flung Empire in all history by 
governing it lightly; by using less 
and less compulsion; by providing 
the means by which many essential- 
ly independent nations can live to- 
gether more securely and more 
prosperously They have been 
transforming an imperial domain 
into a liberal commonwealth, and 
the bond which unites that common- 
wealth is the liberty which prevails 
within it. 

That is what the autocrats and 
the upstart imperialists have yet to 
learn, and, until they learn it, they 
can never hope to hold together the 
empires they would like to conquer. 
As yet, they wholly misunderstand

Burnand’s Career as Editor 


Of “Punch” Reviewed on 100th 
Anniversary of His Birth 
Delighted in Puns—Collaborated With Sulli- 


van but Didn’t Like Gilbert—Author 
bate Many Plays.

Cc. L. G. of “Punch,” in the Man- 
chester Guardian. 
(The 100th anniversary of the birth- 
day Sir. Francis Burnand, editor of 
ch,” from 1880 to 1906, was ob- 
served. Nov. 29.) 
Frank: Burnand -was educated at 


Eton and Cambridge, but the influ- 
ences that moulded his character 
and guided him in his choice of a 
career were not scholastic or aca- 
demic. At Cambridge he is best re- 
membered for founding the A. D. C. 
(Amateur Dramatic Club.) At Eton 
the school lists record his entrance 
in January, 1950, and his leaving at 
midsummer, 1854; but no mention is 
made of his being distinguished in 
games or otherwise. 

Burnand was an Etonian, but his 
memories of the playing fields 
must have grown somewhat dim 
when he inserted a picture of a 
cricket match—I think by Phil May 
—which provoked a telegram of re- 
monstrance from W. G. Grace, 
whom ‘he knew quite well. “Why,” 
it ran, “does coverpoint wear wick- 
et-keeping gloves?” W. G. was then 
living in the country near Bath. 
Burnand timed his reply so “that 
with a special messenger, the tele- 
gram could not be delivered until 
W. G., who always retired early, 
had gone to bed. The old man was 
roused and came down to read the 
laconic message: “To keep his 
hands warm.” 


Not Cordial to W. 8S. Gilbert. 

Burnand was not easy to score 
off, but he did not always get the 
best of these exchanges—notably 
with Gilbert. He was not respon- 
sible for the historic rejection of 
the “Lay of the Nancy Bell,” as “too 
cannibalistic,” whfch led to Gil- 
bert’s severance of his connection 
with “Punch.” That was in Mark 
Lemon's day. But the breach was 
final, and the relations between 
Burnand and Gilbert were never 
cordial. It is true that “Punch” 
published what was on the whole a 
eulogy of the extraordinary effi- 
ciency of the dual autocratic rule 
which prevailed at the Savoy, 
though it was generally supposed 
that the rigidity of the discipline 
was enforced by the librettist rather 
than the composer. Burnand, for 
he wrote the bulk of the dramatic 
criticism that appeared in “Punch,” 
under his editorship, speaks with 
favor of several of the Savoy op- 
eras, especially “Patience,” in which 
the guying of the esthetic movement 
was consonant with “Punch’s” atti- 
tude, but there are nearly always 
reservations in hia praise. 

Collaborated With Sullivan, 

I cannot help thinking that he 
was unable to forget that in the 
most successful of his own experi- 
ments in this genre, the lipretto 
of “Cox and Box,” Sullivan had been 
his collaborator, before entering on 
his historic partnership with Gil- 
bert, 

There is some excellent patter in 
“Cox and Box,” notably in Cox’s 
song, 


My aged employer, his whole physiognomy 
Shining with soap like a star in astronomy. 


and so on, but in technique, inge- 
nuity_of rhyming, and felicity of 
phrase, Burnand suffers from the 
comparison. His approval of Gil- 
bert’s work reaches its climax in 


his notice of “Rosencrantz and Guil- 
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denstern,” perhaps the wittiest thing 
Gilbert ever wrote, but otherwise his 
praise is nearly always mitigated 
by pin-pricks. , 

Burnand’s interest in the thea- 
ter was in keeping with the tradi- 
tions of “Punch,” for his three pred- 
ecessors in the § éeditoria) chair, 
Mark Lemon, Shirley Brooks, and 
Tom Taylor, were all playwrights, 
and Tom Taylor’s’ “Clancarty” is 
still in the repertory of ambitious 
amateurs. 

Wrote “Black-Eyed Susan.” | 
In point of the number of his 
plays Burnand was the most vol- 
uminous of them all, the total 
amounting to not far short of a 
hundred, - But this formidable list 
is largely made up -of burlesque 
farces and adaptations. They were 
mostly ephemeral in their appeal 
and few had.long runs  except| 
“Black-Eyed Susan,” and “The 
Colonel.” In’those days the system 
of royalities, and author’s fees was 
in its infancy, and Burnand made 
little money out of his plays. He 
was not an adept at driving good 
bargains, and he had a family of 
patriarchal proportions to provide 
for. 


In the sphere of extravaganza he 
showed a real gift for high spirited 
fooling and an excessive addiction 
to puns. Punning was-with him an 
obsession which has long'since gone 
out of fashion, but his efforts were 
often irresistible by their atrocity. 
I like the story of the friend who, 
finding him dining alone at the 
club near Christmas time, expressed 
his surprise that he cared for the 
traditional fare of the season, 
whereupon Burnand replied, “Oh, 
I'm only getting.an inspiration.” 

Some. of His Parodies. 


His best work in “Punch” is to 
be found in his early’ period before 
he became editor. His conception 
of parody was not affected by the 
modern masters, beginning with 
Calverley, who have elevated it to 
the rank of a valuable instrunient 
of literary criticism. But, with this 
limitation, he achieved exhilarating 
results in “Mokeanna,” a burlesque 
on the romances which appeared in 
the “London Journal.” “Strapmore,” 
in which the extravagance and 
voluptuousness of Ouida proved fair 
game; “One-and-three,”,a most di- 
verting travesty of Victor Hugo’s 
“Quatre-Vingt-Treize,” and “Chik- 
kin Hazard” based on Charles 
Reade’s “Foul Play.” 

But his best and most enduring 
reontribution to the gaiety of na- 
tions is to be found in “Happy 
Thoughts,” which is almost entirely 
free from puns. Here one finds real 
characterization. “Happy Thoughts” 
(1863-4) is a bedside book worthy 
of comparison with the Grossmiths’ 
“Diary of a Nobody,” though, as EB. 
V. Lucas has recently remarked, 
the scheme, outgrowing its original 
design, developed into a biography 
of Everyman. 


Fought Salvation Army. 
There is a certain irony in the fact 


per which in the early fifties had 
conducted a most violent “No Pop- 
ery campaign,” and had lost the 
services of Dicky Doyle as a direct 
consequence of it. But it cannot be 
maintained that he abused the op- 
portunities of his somewhat delicate 
position, 


The most serious lapse is to be 
found in the bitter and almost fero- 
cious hostility shown by “Punch” 
towards the Salvation Army—from 
the early eighties right on into the 
nineties—as an “out-of-door irreligi- 
ous movement,” a campaign of de- 
traction abounding in odious person- 
al references to the Booth family. 
“Punch” had the intellectuals on 
his side, including the coiner of the 
phrase “Corybantic Christianity.” 
But he was wrong, and science and 
intellect, cynicism and. fastidious- 
ness were routed or converted in 
the sequel. 

Too Loyal to Old Guard. 

In his later years Burnand’s own 
contributions lost qa good deal of 
their sparkle and he did little in 
the way of enlisting new blood— 
with the conspicuous exception of 
Anstey, who wag a tower of strength 
in the 80s and 90s. Outside con- 
tributors wer: not encouraged; he 
was rather too loyal to his old guard 
and unable to move with the times 
in new movements, literary or other- 
wise. But his conduct of the paper 
was in the main judicious, though 
he never had to deal with such’ tre- 
mendous problems as were encoun- 
tered and surmounted by his succes- 
sor in 1914-18, 

When Burnand .resigned in 1906 
he defined in “Just a Few. Words at 
Parting” what should be the aim 
of the editor. If “Punch” was to 
hold securely the position he had 
achieved, it should and must be “to 


| }provide relaxation for all, fun for 


all, without a spice of malice or a 
suspicion of vulgarity, humor with- 
out a flavor of bitterness, satire 
with reckless severity, and nonsense 


so laughter-compelling as to be ab- 


-solutely irresistible from its very 


absurdity.” 

‘A Farewell Tribute. 
On the whole, this precept was 
faithfully carried into practice ‘by 
this master of -exhilarating bur- 
lesque, and the author of the im- 
mortal “Happy Thoughts.” But it 


|fails to include the higher function 


assumed by “Punch” in “The Song 
of the Shirt” and it cannot be recon- 
ciled with the virulence of the at- 
tacks on the Salvation Army. These 
limitations and aberrations are to 
be regretted, but they did not im-

‘During the dismal days of the 

ly 30s, there was a general cut- 
ing down of the big stakes, the 
Kentucky Derby dropping to $30,- 
900, the Preakness to $25,000, Some 
tracks abolished expensive stake 
fixtures altogether. Racing had to 
go the way of all business. 

However, it was the depression 
itself that was to become respon- 
sible for a sudden growth in rac- 
ing in the United States, and for 
an increase in the number of 
plants to the present peak figure 
of turf history in this country. The 
states needed money, and they 
found that racing could be made to 
pay huge sums in taxes. 

Thus there was a epidemic of 
legalization of race track betting 
that extended from New England 
to California, and with gradual re- 
turn of general confidence, an in-

crease of -wagering that has now 
reached an estimated total of $500,- 
000,000 per year. This takes no ac- 
count of dog track betting. 

New horse tracks were built, and 
quickly attracted so much atten- 
tion and business, that the old 
tracks had to be reburnished, and 
the programs enhanced, and now 
we have the restoration of the old 
stakes as an indication of the re- 
vived turf prosperity. The Ken- 
tucky Derby, which began with a 
value of $2850 in 1875, may again 
reach the $55,375 that went to Reigh 
Count in 1928. 


Worth $1250 in 1882. 

The Preakness, in 1882, was 
worth but $1250, and it increased 
|down through the years to $60,000 
in that last glad year before the 
uproar, 1928, Victorian being the 
winner. 


In 1933, Old Pimlico had to rec- 
ognize that something was wrong, 
and the stake was dropped to $25,- 
000 added, and even then was 
worth $26,850 to Mrs. Silas Mason's 
Head Play. The Derby had two 
years of depression figures, so you 


well against the hard times. 

And don’t forget that in the 
meantime, Santa Anita sprang up 
with its $100,000 Handicap, strict- 
ly a ballyhoo figure in the begin- 
ning to be sure, but well worth the 
money for the new track. And 
Narragansett came on with some 
fat purses, too. 

The biggest two-year-old stake in 
the country, the Belmont Futurity, 
kept up there as if it never heard 
of the depression. It has been 
around $100,000 for some years, and 
in the bad, bad year of 1929, it 
went to a record figure of $105,730. 
That was Whichone’s year, and 
now Whichone’s children are rac- 
ing here and there about the land. 

The fixed value of the Futurity 
isn’t as great as the Santa Anita 
Handicap, but any horse owner 
would be giad to toss off any dif-

Referee to Pay Costs of 
Administration. , 


Since the general estate of the 
bankrupt John -Grunik Jr, & Co., 
former brokerage firm, has assets 
of only $866 to pay for the costs 
of administration, Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy John A. Hope yesterday or- 
dered an assessment of 7% per cent 


tioners, to provide funds for the 


and adjustment of their claims. 
More than 60, former customers 
of the Grunik company have filed 
reclamation petitions in the pro- 
ceedings, seeking to recover stocks 
and bonds valued at about $58,000, 


which they owned or had partly 
paid for, and which were in the 
possession of the defunct broker- 
age firm at the time the bank- 
ruptcy petition was filed. 

Because of insufficient records 
of the company and the highly-in- 


ward W. Tobin, trustee, was re- 
quired to employ accountants to 
trace and determine the disposi- 
tion of these stocks and bonds by 
the Grunik concern. 
stocks had been given to the Gru- 
nik company by the customers to 
secure their trading accounts. 

Referee Hope, having recently 
passed on the allowance of the 
reclamation claims of these cus- 
tomers, ordered that the assess- 
ment be made to provide funds 
with which to pay the accountants, 
Tobin and Harry 8S. Glieck, his at- 
torney. The pro rata assessment 
on the stocks will be figured on 
the value of the stocks at the close 
of the market Saturday. 

The Referee’s order stated that 
in the event the assessment pro- 
vided more money than was need- 
ed for the administrative expenses, 
the surplus funds would be re- 
turned to the reclamation cred- 
itors. 

The Grunik company filed a vol- 
untary petition in bankruptcy Jan. 
23, 1935, eight days after John Gru- 
nik Jr., head of the concern, shot 
and killed himself in the firm’s 
offices in the Rialto Building. 
Bankruptcy schedules showed its 
liabilities exceeded its assets by 
about $30,000,

WALLACE DISCUSSES 
FARM TENANT PROBLEM 


posals of Broad Reform in 
Land Ownership. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Broad 
reforms in land ownership and op- 
eration were suggested today by 
Secretary .of Agriculture Wallace 
as possible methods of checking 
trends toward farm tenancy. As 
chairman of the committee of 40 
named by President Roosevelt to 
survey farm tenancy problems, 
Wallace opened a two-day confer- 
ence. 

Quoting census figures that 2,- 
865,155 farms were operated by ten- 
ants last year, he said the number 
had been increasing more than 
40,000 a year. 

With increasing absentee owner- 
ship, he said, “the land and the 
civilization dependent upon it are 
in jeopardy. As a result we may 
have to revise our attitude to in- 
clude a minimum of social respon- 
sibility as a condition of land own- 
ership.” 

Prevention of “land speculation” 
and wide swings in value also were 
suggested. 

“If a sufficient proportion of the 
American people think that a fat 
living is to be made simply by 
waiting for a rise in land values,” 
Wallace said, “then of course our 
hope of checking tenancy and ad- 
vancing ownership ‘is a vain one.” 

Rise of land values above “earn- 
ing power of the land,” the Secre- 
tary said, caused “people who have 
no real interest in farming to take 
speculative flyers.” 

Improvement of tenant and land- 
lord relationships was termed an- 
other avenue of approach. Wallace 
said most tenants were kept from 
improving land or buildings .be- 
cause their tenure was uncertain 
and they would not be compen- 
sated for the improvements. 

Poor land, farms that are too 
small, and large mortgages were 
listed as other causes of tenancy 
that must be met. 

Declaring other nations had 
solved these problems, at least in 
part, Wallace said this country 
could do likewise.

Harder to Keep Than 

Get. 
Shoes $300 a Pair.

HE Archbishop of Canterbury’s 
T attack on Edward, formerly 
King of England, has rendered 
no service to the Church of En- 
giand. 

The few churches that still enjoy 
Government recognition and sup- 
port should be cautious. One En- 
glish writer, referring to the Arch- 
bishop's statement that the former 
King had given him, the Arch- 
bishop, “a stab through his own 
heart,” remarks that it did not take 
the Archbishop long “before follow- 
ing with another stab in the back.” 


The Bishop of Durham, associate 
dignitary of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, dazzled by «he bright 
light that radio gives to a few, says 
he thought the Church of England, 
“was an Episcopal church, governed 
by the Bishops reigning in several 
dioceses. Now, I find it is coming 
to be some kind of a novel body 
governed by the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation and two Archbish- 
ops.” 

That sounds like schism, and look 
out for that. 


Duke Edward, safe in-Rothschild’s 
castle, is said:ito have remarked in 
reply to the Archbishop that love- 
less marriages, such as royalty con- 
tracts, are “immoral, unnatural, 
comparable to the breeding of pedi- 
greed animals, disastrous to dynas- 
ties that insist on them.” 

To that statement—its authenticity 
is not guaranteed—the Duke might 
have added that breeders of pedi- 
greed animals at least pick out 
good pedigrees, avoiding hereditary 
taints. 


It is harder to get rich than it 
was, and harder to keep the money. 
In 1935, 41 Americans had incomes

If a woman 
with pretty feet came, unable to pay 
the price, he might make her shoes 
for nothing; he was an _ Italian, 
Calabrese, in Paris. 

Yantorny went to school for six 
months in his ninth year, no other 
education, worked two years in an 
Italian macaroni factory from 6 in 
the morning to 6 at night for 4 
cents a day, then learned the shoe- 
maker’s trade and really learned it.

As for the commercialism, Corinne 
Frederick is -he dismay of the fin- 
est concert managers in New York, 
who invariably introduce her as 
the “pianist from St. Louis who 
doesn’t want to play in New York.” 
More accurately, from Miss Freder- 
ick’s account, she doesn’t want to 
“pay in New York.”. She can’t get 
over the fact that, even after you've 
been asked to give a New York 
concert, they expect some $800 “<r 
the original recital, approximately 
$10,000 to carry you through the 
first concert tour. “And they were 
asking me to play, I hadn’t asked 
them to let me do it,” she in 
nantly explains. : 

But then, she isn’t, as we have 
said, a “career woman,” and would 
naturally be sensitive to the busi- 
ness-bluster that goes into being 
one. Her nusic has always been 
a great interest, bu: she had never 
intended doing public concerts. 
iven though she made her first ap- 
pearance with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony when she was 13 years old. 

That, like the rest of her ca- 
reer, (“careerist” or no, she’s defi- 
nitely stuck with one now), was 
accidental. Young Corinne was 
practicing in the studio of her 
teacher (she came to St. Louis from 
Belleville for lessons), when Max 
Zach was the Symphony conduc- 
tor here. Zach was on his way to 
an audition of possible piano solo- 
ists, stopped by at the studio of 
Victor Ek''ng, Miss Frederick's 
teacher and Zach's good friend, 
Zach overheard her practicing, and 
recommended that she try out for 
the Symph..iy. She did, and subse- 
quently gave her first public per- 
formance. 

Although “furor” is usually the 


word used to describe the kind of 
a triumph the young Corinne 
scored that night, it put no notions 
in her head. Raised in a musical 
family, her father an excellent 
amateur violinist, she had never 
been encouraged to think of con- 
cert work. So, in spite of her 
schoolmates’s concensus that she 
was a bit queer because she was 
so interested in serious music, she 
up to a “normal life.” 

After her marriage she lived in 
Europe for a while, lead the aver- 
age life of the young married 
woman. And though she studied, 
still kept her music in form, 
played informally for her friends, 
her life continued much along 
those lines until about 10 years 
ago when she, convinced by the 
enthusiasm .of her friends in &t. 
Louis. and interested musicians, 
went into concert work. 


INCE then, despite and perhaps 

because of her preference for 

staying in. this one spot during 
nine months of the year, she has 
had a colorful and satisfying 
musical experience. She has ac- 
companied such artists as Piati- 
gorsky, who wanted her to go on 
tour with him this yéar; Bampton, 
Meisel and Burke. She has studied 
under Schnabel, the great Bee- 
thoven authority, and Casadesus, 
the French pianist. Last summer 
she was awarded the only Cum 
Landes given in four years by the 
Fontainebleau School of Fine Arts. 
She has played under conductors 
like Arbos, Ganz, Goosens and 
Stravinsky. And best of all, from 
St. Louis’ vantage, she has pre- 
sented her Beethoven Sonotas 
series, 

This series Corinne Frederick will 
point out as a splendid example 
of St. Louis’ ever-increasing appre- 
ciation of fine music, 

“Beethoven sonatas are. pretty 
serious stuff, as music goes,” , she 
tells you, “and when I started the 


series last year it was only at the 
request of about 20 friends. At 
first, I planned to have it in my 
own home, but when the news got 
about—much to my delight—about 
100 people were interested. So we 
moved it to a hotel, and from that 
beginning of 20 listeners, this year 
there has been a regular attend. 
ance of over 200 each time.” 

Beethoven, Bach and Mozart— 
the greatest masters—Miss Fred- 
erick wants to present to St, ‘Louis 
before she moves out of the city 
on, tour—in “another 10 years or 
so!” She doesn’t think being chos- 
en this year as one of St. Louis’ 
outstanding ‘women for the inter- 
pretation of the Beethoven Sonatas 
is nearly so important as the Way 
St. Louis comes to listen to those 
sonatas. And that’s what she 
hopes to do with Bach and Mozart 
here before she’s through. 

Corinne Frederick preaches that 
any musician can afford to be “one- 
sided,” if he happens to interpret 
one kind of music, one. composer, 
very well. “Why,” she Will ask 
you, “should Schnabel do anything 
but Beethoven if he does it better 
than anyone else? And why 
should Rachmaninoff be expected 
to play anything but his own 
compositions? He certainly does 
them with more feeling than any- 
one I’ve ever heard. There ig no 
middle-way in music. You must 
decide which way you're going, and 
go that way. Even if its just one 
master you choose to follow.” 

Her most humiliating moment?

t any number of people may 
‘tolerate a food in one form and 
not in another. A raw apple or a 
raw onion may raise ‘hob with a 
patient, whereas a boiled onion or 
a baked apple may add to his joy 
of life. Boiled cabbage isa no 
torious trouble maker, whereas cold 
slaw is both more innocent and 


To me one of the most interest 
ing facts brought out by Alvares 
and Hinshaw’s study is that fresh 
milk heads thelist of food offend 
ers. This tallies with my own e& 
perience. These investigators 
found that 7 per cent of the pe 
tients studied by them were una 
ble to take milk without becoming 


very ill, and that one-fifth of the 


remaining 93 per cent could not 
take milk without resultant moder- 
ate physical discomfort of one 
sort or another. Wheat is com- 
monly ‘supposed to be the worst of- 
fender of all, but as Alvarez and 
Hinshaw very correctly say, when 
milk disagrees, the patient usually 
finds it out himself, whereas he 


is to blame. The doctor has to find 
this out by various tests. 


Among the foods that seem to of 
fend least often is lamb, gelatin, 
maple sugar, rice, potato, barley, 
arrow root, lima or string beans, 
peas, asparagus, cooked pears, tea, 
buttermilk, boiled or dried milk, 
junket and cottage cheese. Of

‘ward VIII, by the Grace of God, of 


Great Britain and Ireland and of 
the British Dominions Beyond the 
Seas, King, Defender of the Faith, 
Emperor of India, big business in 
England began rubbing its hands 
over the trade boom that the coro- 
nation of the world’s most popular 
King could be depended upon to 
bring. From the day that “The 
King Is Dead; Long Live the King” 
rang out and the waiting Empire 
knew that Edward had succeeded 
his father on the throne of En- 
gland, makers of souvenir mugs, 
manufacturers of wigs, prayer 
books, flags, bunting and ceremonial 
robes, restaurant and inn keepers, 
and railroad and steamship compa- 
nies began talking figures. 

As Prince of Wales, Edward had 
been super-salesman No. 1 of the 
British Empire and the fair-haired 
boy of British business. His coro- 
nation, the tycoons figured, would 
be the biggest show the Empire had 
ever known, but just when big busi- 
ness was in the midst of gloating, 
their ace salesman ran out on them 
to wed the lady of his heart, and 
chucked the throne and crown of 
England overboard. 

Now harried industrialists are 
muttering in their beards and lying 
awake nights wondering what to do 
with the millions of crockery mugs, 
medals, placques, spoons, Bibles 
and whatnots, bearing Edward's 
picture, which they had already 
made up for the coronation. Fur- 
thermore, they are wondering what 
kind of a drawing card the new 
King, “Bertie,” and his plump 
Queen are going to make. 

Aside from being satisfied with 
the prospect of something consid- 
erably less than. the. $100,000,000 
in trade which the idolized 
ward's coronation was estimated as 
good for, English industry will pro- 
ceed as usual with the exploita-

On May 12, 1937, the new King 
and Queen will ride to Westminster 
Abbey in the royal coach drawn 
by horses, who will have also had 
their rehearsals, and on entering 
the abbey will walk to the altar and 
kneel in prayer. Then they will sit, 
not on their thrones, buton chairs 
placed in front of the thrones and 
the Archbishop of Canterbury will 
begin the formula of coronation. 

“Sirs—I here present unto you 
King George, the undoubted King 
of this realm. Wherefore all you 
who are come this day to do your 
homage, are you willing to do the 
same?” 

The King will then de acclaimed 
by all those present with “God Save 
the King,” and proceed to take the 
solemn oath “to govern his people 
according to the laws and customs 
of the realm; to cause law and jus- 
tice, in mercy, to be executed in all 
his judgments; and to protect the 
church.” The next stage in the 
ceremony will be the anointing and 
four Knights of the Garter will 
hold over him a pall of cloth of 


the sword of state, the orb, the 
cross, the ring, the scepter with the 
cross and the scepter with the dove. 
Next with many side ceremonies, 
the Archbishop will crown the King 
and at the exact moment the crown 
is placed on the head of George VI 
Westminster Abbey will ring out 
with “God Save the King.” Then 
comes the enthronement and hom- | 
age as the Archbishop and other 
dignitaries of the church help 
George onto his throne and mem- 
bers of the blood royal and peers 
and peeresses each in turn kneel 
before him and acknowledge him 
as their sovereign lord. 

After the coronation of George, 
Elizabeth will be crowned with a 
simpler ceremony, and after com- 


mony will be the problem of what 
position the Queen Mother, Mary, 
will hold in the ceremony if she 
attends the coronation as she an- 
nounced she would do when plans 
for the crowning of the now-abdi- 
cated Edward were being .consid- 
ered. The same problem arose at 
the crowning of George V, but the 
Queen Mother, Alexandra solved 
the situation by announcing that 
she had no intention of appearing 
at the Abbey because the corona 
tion would revive too many pain- 
ful memories and emphasize her 
widowed and isolated position. It 
was also recalled that “the éti- 
quette of courts prescribes that 
those who have been crowned 
should never attend the coronation 
of a new sovereign because one 
who has worn a crown takes prece- 
dence of all those upon whose 
brows the royal circlet has never 
descended, and as the King and 
Queen who are to be crowned must 
necessarily take first place; those 
who have already been through @ 
coronation must stay away.”

Lemon Custard Pie 
Two cups milk, the juice and grat- 


ed rind of one lemon, one and one- 
half tablespoons corn starch, three 
eggs, one-fourth teaspoon salt, one 
cup sugar. Scald milk with grated 
rind. Add corn starch blended with 
a little cold milk and pour over well 
beaten eggs which have been mixed 
with the sugar and salt. When cold 
add'‘the lemon juice. Pour into a 
pie plate lined with pastry and bake 
in a hot oven for 10 minutes, then 
reduce heat to moderate and bake 
until a silver knife tested in the cus- 
tard comes out clean. 


Rabbit Baked in Milk 
Clean the rabbit and cut in pieces 
for serving. Let stand in salted 
water for two hours. Drain, sprin- 
kle with salt and roll in flour. 


Brown in part bacon fat and part 
butter in a Dutch oven. Add one- 
half cup water and cover. Cook 
slowly until ulmost tender. Add one 
cup milk and continue cooking until 
very tender. ~ The gravy may be 
thickened slightly with a little corn 
starch dissolved in cold water. 
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
